Wobblies Struggle 


To Keep Union Alive

HICAGO — The convention got under

J. Hagerty, Lucy Parsons, Daniel de Leon and 
Eugene V. Debs. 

_ The union, which embraced all industries and 
aimed to abolish the wage system and create a 
new order, achieved its greatest vigor from 1915 
to 1918, with a membership of 30,000 
people. But it was confronted with intemal 
dissension, iron-willed employers and govern- 
ment faw enforcement agencies. Its strength 
waned after World War 1, leaving what Melvyn 
Dubofsky, in his book “We Shall Be All. A 
History of the Industrial Workers of the 
World” called an “invalmable legacy” for 
Americans who favor “direct action, passive 
resistance and civil disobedience.” 

The Wobblies, however, are still organizing. 
Drives are under way among apple pickers in 
Washington, education workers in Ohio, print- 


ers in Michigan and shipworkers in Alaska. The ti 


group represents workers in about 15 shops, 
mostly typesetting. Membership in 36 states, 
Europe and Guam, now is 500 to 1,000, up from 
about 100 in the 1950s, according to Jon Bek- 
ken, [WW general secretary-treasurer. 

Mr. Bekken, a typesetter 
joined the Wobbhies in 1978, said he sees a 
renaissance for the IWW. The economy will 
stagnate, he said, and the WW, with a base of 
slow, steady growth, will be the “instrament to 
launch ἃ dramatic growth.”

In fact, the best of foreign- 
inspired crafts have traditionally emanared from Beijing, first from 
imperial workshops and today under the influence of the Beijing 
Handicrafts Research Institure. There are about 2,000 artisans in 
Beijing's Jade Studios alone, continuing a madition of excellence. 

Enamelwares——doisonné, champlevé and painted enam- 
el —are all imporced crafts, but modern artisans of Beijing have 
expanded their repertoire. For instance, they have created new wire- 
palere from the original dozen ar so when the foom was introduced 
from Persia or Arabia in the 13th or 14th century by emperors of 
the Yuan (Mongol) dynasty. Today there are over GO colors 
available. 


Painted enamels were popular with the Kangxi emperor of 
the early Qing dynasty. In the early 18th century, Jesuit missionar- 
ies from France introduced painted enamel techniques locally called 
yang teu (foreign porcelain). It was about this time char the 
influence of Wesvem eraders in Quangzhou (Canton) began, and a 
high foam of the art developed in Beijing, associated with the 
Imperial workshops which had been in exisrence ar least since 1680.

THE DANCER AND THE DANCE

INCE 1942. when he fashioned his first 
dance, Merce Cunningham has, taught 2 
i many souls how to look at ani 
in radial open-minded ways. His dances 
— meticulously wrought and used with col- 
ors, shapes. speed, stillness, rhythms and en- 
counters —do not purport to he about any one 
thing, leaving the spectator free to interpret 
them any way he sees fit, 

Now that his revolutionary methods of com- 
position and formance are being used the 
world over, ingham has reached out to 
embrace the intricacies of film and video. His 
company has expanded and continues to 
thrive. And at 66. the choreographer continues 
to dance, a curly-haired sage moving quirkily 
among his disciples, 

Despite this incessant flow of activity. Cuo- 
ningham found some time over the eight 
or so years to sit down and talk with the French 
writer Jacqueline Lesschaeve about his devel- 
opment as a dancer and creator of dances. his 
collaborations with a host of artists and com- 
posers, and his philosophy on how movement 


“relates to all aspects of daily existence. The 


result, “The Dancer and the Dance,” is an 
interesting, though not compelling, series of 
peipeon nee mag roe provide 
scant material for the unmingham 
enthusiast. and insufficient background and 
banter for the general reader. 

The main problem is Cunningham himself. 
A notoriously elusive interview subject, he is 
not the sort to gush, gossip or reveal intimate 
details about bis personal life. Though he re- 
sponds to each of Lesschaeve's queries and 
comments directly and in depth, he maintains 
a definite reserve. He reflects on his work in the 
most careful and reasoned terms. It is in the 
accompanying photographs and sketches that 
we see him at his most animated.
